REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claiml 1-12, 17- 
20, 22-24 and 26 are directed to invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 11- 
12, 17-20, 22-24, and 26 have been cancelled. 

Claims 1-2, 5-8, 10, 13-16, 21, and 25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts of 
record, alone or in combination does not teach claim 1 an optical waveguide comprising a stress 
moderating layer, in at least one portion between the upper clad layer and the lower clad layer, 
formed from a material with a storage modulus of 1 00,000 kgf/cm 2 or lower at 30 degree 
Celsius. The prior art of record teaches the stress moderating layer is formed at 90 degree 
Celsius and examiner finds no motivation or reasonably suggest the modulus of the layer is 
100,000 kgf/cm 2 or lower at 30 degree Celsius. Claims 2, 5-10, 13-16, and 21 are therefore 
allowed by virtue of dependency.
